Embattled government 
highlights bright spots for 
Mexico’s 200th anniversary 

Mexico celebrated its bicentennial Wednesda}^ an 
event known as “El Grito,” the shout for indepen- 
dence first credited to a Catholic priest who de- 
manded freedom from Spain. For many Mexicans 
on Wednesday however, it was a quiet shout of de- 
spair. 

The country is mired in a bloody drug war that has 
seen more than 28,000 people killed in less than four 
years. The economy has barely begun to rebound 
from the global downturn, which hit Mexico harder 
than most Latin American countries. Tourism, a 
major lifeblood for the nation, is drastically down 
because of the violence and a flu pandemic last year 
that began in Mexico. And oil revenues, long a rich 
sustenance for the nation’s economy also have suf- 
fered a major collapse. Here are 10 facts about the

Mexico’s bicentenary 
of its fight for indepen- 
dence from Spain, even as 
mounting drug violence 
takes a toll on national 
pride. 

Planes flew overhead 
painting the sky with 
the national colors of 
green, white and red as 
thousands of Mexico 
City residents watched 
a huge parade down the 
main Reforma, heading 
to a fireworks and lights 
show when night fell at 
the huge Zocalo cen- 
tral square. Hundreds of 
smaller celebrations took 
place across the country. 

Despite a slow recov- 
ery from last year’s deep 
recession, many cities 
have organized dazzling 
celebrations, with 8 tons 
of fireworks planned for 
Mexico City. 

Among the first march- 
ers were nearly 250 teen- 
agers carrying replicas of 
native, paddle-shaped no- 
pal cacti on their heads. 

Marchers also carried 
helium-filled depictions of 
Mayan gods behind the 
replica of a rebel soldier 
hauled, piece by piece, to 
the Zocalo square, where 
he was to be assembled 
into a towering statue. 

“We have a rich country 
and we are making prog- 
ress,” said Van Vargas, a 
civil servant at the cel- 
ebrations in Mexico City. 
“But it is progress thanks 
to our people, not the

Wash your hands 
after turning the page 

IVe always washed my hands a lot. Before 
meals, after meals, after touching people and 
things, after waving hello in potentially dirty 
air ... 

This used to be considered something of a 
sickness. Now, it seems. I’m a pioneer. 

Hand washing is in the news because of a 
groundbreaking hand-washing study that has 
made previous hand-washing research obso- 
lete and changed the field of Hand-Washing 
Studies as we know it. 

Here are the facts from the study: 

96 percent of adults say they wash their 
hands in public restrooms. And of the 4 
percent who don’t, 2 percent say they badly want to wash but don’t 
understand the instructions posted on the wall. 

These are astounding numbers, but here’s the rub: The research- 
ers, from the American Society for Microbiology and the American 
Cleaning Institute, also observed people in public restrooms— and 
found only 85 percent of people actually washed! 

The discrepancy may be because some people who don’t wash their 
hands lie and say they do. But it seems more likely that people didn’t 
wash because they wanted to quickly leave a restroom in which some- 
one was standing there watching them. Especially if he had a clipboard. 

Anyhow, before we move on, here’s the LOCAL ANGLE: Chicago 
tied San Lrancisco for the “best observed handwashing” at 89 per- 
cent, and the “best overall hand-washing regimen” was at the Museum 
of Science and Industry, with 93 percent. The latter stat, though, 
could be because the observations were done when the museum was 
running its special Interactive Gonorrhea exhibit. 

All told, hand-washing rates are higher than they’ve ever been since 
washing your hands was invented in 1996. Or maybe that’s when they 
started studying hand washing; I read the press release rather quickly 

You probably didn’t need a study to know this. Lrom hand-sanitizer 
dispensers in offices to wipes on the way into grocery stores, society 
has caught up with us germaphobes. We always knew you would. 

But is it doing any good? Are we, for example, getting fewer colds 
than we used to, or is it just turning everybody into neurotic, paranoid 
freaks? 

Let’s go to the ultimate authority the government agency the Nation- 
al Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases: “People in the United 
States suffer i billion colds each year, according to some estimates.” 

In other words, they have absolutely no clue. 

Ear be it from me to suggest people wash their hands less, but the 
last thing I want is for people to someday go crazy by adopting my 
hygienic routine. Heck, I wash my hands after washing my hands. 

So maybe it’s time to be a pioneer again. Starting now. I’ll stop 
washing my hands after using public restrooms if you do. C’mon, let’s 
shake on it.

Police ranks rankled

Hundreds of officers marched in front of 
the Chicago police headquarters Wednes- 
day morning, calling on Supt. Jody Weis 
to step down and carrying signs that read, 
“More police No Weis.” 

The march, which lasted about an hour, 
comes amid growing rancor between Weis 
and the union representing rank-and-file 
officers. Chief among the union’s com- 
plaints is how manpower in Chicago’s 25 
police districts has suffered from officers 
being detailed to other assignments. 

“Hey hey, ho ho, Jody Weis has got to 
go,” the officers chanted as they walked 
back and forth in front of the headquar- 
ters building at 35th Street and Michigan 
Avenue. 

Lt. Brent Fidler, 39, a 13-year depart- 
ment veteran, sat on a grassy knoll with his 
3-year-old son and 20-month-old daughter 


holding a sign simply reading, “Resign.” 

“In the last several years. I’ve seen a 
big decline in morale and also a decline in 
manpower,” he said. ‘And both of those 
things are directly related to the safety of 
the police officers on the street and the 
safety of the citizens of the neighborhood. 

“The trend is moving more towards 
technology and away from the boots-on- 
the-ground type strategy We don’t even 
have enough people to observe the tech- 
nology that we’re using.” 

The day before, Weis dismissed the 
union’s demand for his resignation as “soap 
opera.” 

“I’ve still got more work to {do},” Weis 
said. ‘And I’m certainly not to going to 
leave until I get that work done.” 

The debate over deployment is the lat- 
est dispute in a relationship with the union 
that long ago soured for Weis, a career 


FBI agent who often was criticized as an 
outsider who is out of sync with Chicago’s 
street officers after his hiring in 2008. 

Others have said sweeping personnel 
changes at the start of his tenure sent the 
wrong message. Officers have sharply criti- 
cized Weis for his handling of the case of 
Officer William Cozzi, who was convicted 
of beating a handcuffed patient in an inci- 
dent that was caught on videotape. 

Cozzi was charged under state law for the 
attack, but Weis is blamed across the de- 
partment for referring the case to the U.S. 
attorney’s office for federal prosecution. 

Given Mayor Daley’s surprise decision 
last week not to seek re-election, Weis’ 
tenure is bound to generate even more 
scrutiny as the mayoral election heats up. 
Weis’ contract runs out March i, leading 
to speculation about his future with the 
department.

Evanston 
bomb death 
a suicide, 
family says

Relatives of a Wisconsin man whose de- 
capitated body was found after a pipe 
bomb exploded near an Evanston school 
released a statement Wednesday saying 
they believe he 
took his own life. 

The family of Co- 
lin Dalebroux, 21, 
released this state- 
ment from their 
home in Madison: 

“We are devastated 
that our beloved 
son, Colin Dale- 
broux, lost his 15-year battle with depres- 
sion. We know that Colin committed sui- 
cide. We have no other public statement 
to make and we ask that our privacy be 
respected during this deeply painful time 
for our family and Colin’s many friends. 
The family of Colin Dalebroux.” 

Evanston Police Cmdr. Tom Guenther 
said investigators would not answer any 
questions about the case, and he declined 
to discuss a possible motive or whether the 
death was a suicide. Guenther said a state- 
ment would be put out later that essen- 
tially would confirm the victim’s identity 

An autopsy failed to determine whether 
Dalebroux’s death was accidental or a sui- 
cide. The Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office said the cause and manner of 
death was “pending police investigation.” 

Classes will resume Thursday at Nichols 
Middle School, two days after the decapi- 
tated body of a man was found near a play- 
ground. 

The school was closed Tuesday morning 
after a man walking his dog found the body 
of Dalebroux. 

Guenther has said authorities don’t 
know why Dalebroux had the explosives. 
Investigators seized a computer at his 
home two blocks from the school and 
planned to send it to the FBI because it 
was believed to contain “pertinent infor- 
mation,” he said.

ChristopherTravis didn’t heed his mother’s 
advice when she told him to stop hanging 
out with people who were up to no good. 

On Tuesday evening, the 14-year-old 
student at Till Math & Science Academy 
allegedly was hanging out with some of 
those bad influences 
when he was fatally 
shot in the head a 
few blocks from his 
Woodlawn home. 

“I told him to 
stop hanging with 
the bad boys,” said 
Loretta Lincoln, 33, 
as she stood with 
her younger chil- 
dren outside the family’s home in the 6400 
block of South Evans Avenue. 

In addition to Travis, a 12-year-old friend 
and a 19 -year-old man all were hit in the 
drive-by shooting about 6:15 p.m. in the 
6500 block of South Drexel Avenue, police 
said. 

Travis was pronounced dead about an 
hour after the shooting. The 12-year-old 
was critically injured, shot in the left ear 
and right leg. The 19 -year-old was shot in 
the right knee and treated at a hospital and 
released. 

Police and witnesses, including the 
19 -year-old, said Travis and his two friends 


were shot as they were talking to girls while 
sitting on a broken-down, cream-colored 
Chevrolet Caprice. 

The i2-year-old’s aunt, Gussie Miller, said 
her nephew was in stable condition. The 
19 -year-old victim was back on Drexel Ave- 
nue on Wednesday morning— just a few feet 
from where he collapsed after he was shot. 

The teen said he had “no idea why they 
were shooting at anybody over here.” Po- 


lice and court records show the teen faces 
a charge of violating probation in a 2009 
theft case. Police sources described the 
1 9 -year-old as a gang member. 

Travis, the eldest of seven siblings, was 
quiet and kept to himself He loved to 
play basketball and football and was on his 
school’s teams for both, his mother said. 

“He wasn’t a bad kid,” Lincoln said of

That same day, a 
43-year-old man was shot in the 8200 block 
of South Halsted Street, police said. He died 
Tuesday, according to officials. 

So far this year. Auburn Gresham has 
recorded 18 homicides, all gunshot deaths, 
RedEye determined.

Citywide, gunshot deaths were recorded 
in Gage Park, Roseland and Woodlawn in the 
past week, RedEye determined.

Study: Most pimps 
suffered abuse

Most of the two dozen former pimps and madams ques- 
tioned by DePaul University researchers for a study on Chi- 
cago’s sex trade had suffered both physical and sexual abuse 
as children. 

The study, “From Victims to Victimizers: Interviews with 
25 ex-pimps in Chicago,” by researcher Jody Raphael and 
Brenda Myers-Powell, a former longtime prostitute, found 
a staggering 88 percent of those surveyed suffered physical 
abuse growing up, while 76 percent endured sexual abuse. In 
many cases, the abuse forced them to leave home early and 
turn to pimping to survive. 

The majority also traded sex for money before becoming 
pimps, Raphael said. Of the 25 former pimps interviewed, seven were women, nearly all 
of whom had been victims of violence and prostitution. 

Myers-Powell, who spent more than 20 years on the street, works as peer coordinator 
for Cook County Sheriff Tom Dart’s prostitution intervention team and does advocacy 
work through the Dreamcatcher Foundation, which helps victims of prostitution. For 
the study she spent about two hours interviewing each former pimp. Each was paid $250. 


WHY THEY DO IT

Mielke with 6,360 fans to 172 fans, respec- 
tively 

KeUy Ayotte had 3,506 fans in the Re- 
publican New Hampshire Senate primary 
over her opponent Ovide Lamontagne 
with 2,126 fans. 

In New York, Congressman Charlie 
Rangel had only 273 fans but posted more 
frequently than his opponents, who also 
had a small Facebook following. 

“Overall, we’ve seen that candidates 


are using Facebook as a free resource to 
reach voters directly, without having to 
go through the traditional media filter or 
pay for television and radio ads,” Facebook 
spokesperson Andrew Noyes said in an e- 
mail to CNN.

Notre Dame tight end 
leads nation in receiving 

SOUTH BEND, Ind. Shortly before the 

play was a potential game-buster, it was 
a bust. Notre Dame tight end Kyle Ru- 
dolph galloped through the Michigan 
secondary, looked skyward and saw a 
heave from his quarterback about to 
fall harmlessly to the turf two or three 
yards away 

On the sideline afterward Sept, ii, 
Rudolph approached Dayne Crist with 
simple, staccato instructions: Don’t 
give up on it. Put some air under it. 
We’ll come back to it. 

When they did, the result was Crist 
chasing his friend and new favorite 
target downfield to celebrate a 95-yard 
touchdown.

Mac says Lundgren 
never lets you down 

Fans of FX’s comedy “It’s Always Sunny in Philadelphia” know that the 
main characters have a preoccupation with Dolph Lundgren.

“So we turned to ‘The Expendables.’ ” 

That was just the warm-up for McElhenney who was promoting the 
sixth season of the always raunchy, always funny “Sunny” which kicks 
off at 9 p.m. Thursday and follows the messed-up, selfish, miserable 
existence of five people who are friends simply because no one else will 
have them. Here are some other highlights: 

More on Lundgren: “Dolph never disappoints. I couldn’t understand 
half the [bleep] he was saying during the movie, but I think it didn’t 
matter because his pecs were sweet.” 

On playing his character, Mac: “It allows me to sort of vent for 12 or 
13 hours when we’re shooting. ... Abu’re allowed to do things on camera 
and treat people a certain way that you would never be able to get away 
with in real Ufe.”

Smartphone navigation systems for bikers

Navigational systems that guide drivers 
from Point A to Point B, either with a GPS 
device or a smartphone, are now considered 
essential by many car drivers. So why not 
bike riders? 

In fact, it’s happening. Smartphones such 
as Apple’s iPhone and newer Android hand- 
sets such as the HTC Droid Incredible can 
dispense bicycle-friendly directions to help 
cyclists navigate dedicated bike trails and 
streets with bike lanes, while avoiding hills 
and dangerous streets. 

Bicycle advocates were thrilled in March 
when Google Maps began offering a bicycling 
option on the desktop version in addition to 
directions for driving, transit and walking. 

Several weeks ago, Google began offer- 
ing bicycle directions on Android smart- 
phones— a quantum leap beyond having to 
look up directions on your PC and scribble 
them on a piece of paper before setting off 
on your trip. 

Meanwhile, an iPhone app, OpenMaps, 
uses the extensive and nicely detailed open- 
source cartographic data from OpenStreet- 
Map to deliver bike map directions to Apple’s 


smartphone. 

The app is produced by Romanian soft- 
ware developer IZE, which uses route-finding 
technology from CloudMade. It has been 
downloaded more than 80,000 times since it 
debuted in July 2009. 

Call up bike directions on your Android 
phone and the first thing you read is, “Bicy- 
cling directions (beta): use caution.” This is 
sound advice. Both Google and the Open- 
Maps app sent me like a moth toward the 
flames through the same busy and dangerous 
intersection. 

Still, these smartphone navigation systems 
are valuable to cyclists even in their current, 
imperfect states. 

Geekarati who carry both Apple and An- 
droid phones might even consider using both 
platforms. OpenMaps and Google Maps 
sometimes provided very different— but both 
good— route choices. 

For example, for one trip from downtown 
San Jose, Calif, Google suggested a calm and 
scenic 5. 8 -mile route along the Guadalupe 
River Trail, while OpenMaps provided a brisk 
4.1-mile beeline through Japantown, nine 
minutes faster than Google’s route but also 


less relaxing. 

The map presentation in the Open- 
Maps app uses colors well and is so de- 
tailed that it shows bike paths through 
the Stanford campus. 

But Google Maps on the HTC 
Droid Incredible is particularly im- 
pressive. Its 39 -minute estimate for 
a recent 7.3-mile trip was accurate to 
the minute. The best feature is the 
ability to call up an instant Street 
View image of an intersection on 
the phone’s screen, a godsend 
when written directions are con- 
fusing. 

The OpenMaps app does not 
yet have the same capability, al- 
though IZE is working on it, ac- 
cording to the company’s CEO, 
Zsombor Szabo. 

Bike advocates say many 
bikers already are using the 
smartphone tools, and they 
hope navigation systems will 
encourage more people to 
use their bikes just by show- 
ing them it’s possible.
